BROODER CHiCKS. 


Methods Employed by a Capable Poul¬ 
try Woman In Raising Them. 

Mrs. <’. B. Walker of Brownshurg. 
Ind.. thus explains her method of rais¬ 
ins; brooder chicks for the lieuefit of 
the readers of American Poultry Jour 
nal: The first thing after the chicks 
tiro out cf the sheil and dry we take 
them to the brooder, lieing sure the 
heat is not less than 95 degrees. We 
nevpr feed until the chick is nhout 
forty-eight hours old: then we give dry 
bread* rumba mixed with hard Jiolled 
egg. and a little bit of black jiepper 
also. I dry the eggshell and pulverize 
this and mix In feed, which 1 lind the 
chicks are very fond of. This we feed 
for t'' <> or tlirec days, with plenty of 
water or milk. The chicks should be 
fed ot ly as much as they can eat clean, 
allowing no food to tie left over as It 
Is tietter t« feed three or four times a 
day. JVe cover the floor of the brooder 
wl th r pa i)er. na this can easily be re-' 
moved with all filth and burned. this 
being done every day. After the chicks 
are a week old we make corn bread, as 
for table use. using pepper atid egg¬ 
shell for grit. This may be given three 
times a day “or as often ns chicks are 
hungry." with a little fresh meat 
ground fine. ^Ve always keep a small 
pan of grit in brooder so chicks can 
go to this at will. Now. to the brooder 
we attach a box for a run, the box 
being four feet long and one ami a half 
feet wide. In this we have plenty of 
alfalfa litter on floor, with small grain, 
auch ns Kaffir corn, cracked corn or 
wheat thrown t ta. so this will give-the 
little chicks plenty of exercise. Whet 
they are a week old. we raise the small 
door of brooder and let them into this 
run, which you will find they greatly 
enjoy. At three weeks we heglu to 
give potatoes, cabbage or any conven¬ 
ient vegetable for green food. We also 
find they are very fond of onion chop¬ 
ped fine. We never feed sloppy foods 
or mashes to young chicks, us wo think 
these itre the cause of so much liowel 
trouble. Right here let me say i find 
nothing so good nor this trouble as 
ginger tea—n teaspoonful of ginger, 
with a teacupful of boiling water, aft¬ 
er cooling You will find the chicks 
are fond, of this. Be sure there Is nc 
other water they can get to. We give 
this drink often while trouble lasts, If 
it apiiears. it wlll.be all right to give 
them this drink once a week until five 
or six weeks old. Keep before them 
plenty of grit and charcoal, and as far 
as feeding Is concerned the chicks wjll 
grow to lie healthy and happy if‘ev¬ 
erything connected with the brooder is 
kept perfectly clean. After the first 
week we reduce the temperature of 
brooder to 75 degrees and the fourth 
week to about 00 degrees.

While a large ma¬ 
jority of the 125 delegates to the con¬ 
vention are Republican’s, there was not 
a dissenting voice to his. election. 

He was placed in nomination by the 
Maine Railroad Commissioner, B. F. 
Chad bum. and the nomination was sec¬ 
onded by O. P. Gothlin, of Ohio. Both 
made complimentary speeches in be¬ 
half of the Kentucky Commissioner, 
and his election was followed by an en¬ 
thusiastic demonstration. 

Considerable surprise was manifested 
among the delegates over the fact that 
Mr. McChord has opposition for re- 
election in Kentucky. He has proved 
such an all-around, capable officer, his 
election to the presidency of tne 
national convention testifying to the 
high regard in which he is held, that 
it was taken for granted that the Re¬ 
publicans in Kentucky fully indorsed 
his record. 

Their course in putting up a candi¬ 
date against him receives no support at 
the hands of a single Republican dele¬ 
gate to the convention. 

The convention has proven one of the 
most important yet held. In the opin¬ 
ion of the delegates it has done much 
toward bringing about closer relations 
between the State and national com¬ 
missioners. Hereafter there will be 
frequent interchanges of opinion on 
matters affecting either State or na¬ 
tional legislation. 

With this end in view President’Mc- 
Chord has appointed a Committee on 
Legislation, of which he is the ex- 
1 officio chairman, its membership also 
Including Chairman Knapp, of the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission. This 
committee expects to mee£ in Washing¬ 
ton shortly before Congress convenes 
and a number of amendments having 
the approval of both the Interstate 
Commerce Commissioners and State 
Commissioners will be presented for 
enactment into law.

The above poem is contributed by 
Clarence Sturgeon, the twenty year-old 
youth who is under sentence to be 
hanged on November 15, and which he 
says he composed last Friday night. 
Sturgeon, who is confined in the county 
jail, said yesterday that the thoughts 
of the poem came to him as he lay in 
his cell studying over all that the fu¬ 
ture meant to him. As he idealizes in 
the poem, he said that the thought of 
dying has ceased to Ibe by anv means 
an unpleasant one and that he would 
rather die to-morrow than postpone it. 
since it has been ueeiided that he must 
die. If he really composed the verses 
he has talents that have heretofore 
been hid. However. Sturgeon says he 
went to school only for the brief period i 
of six years. His education is limited, 
and was secured at the public schools 
of Lebanon, his former home, and at j 
the Bowling Green Academy. In talk- j 
ing of the poem Sturgeon said; “My 
education, I know, is poor, but it is not 
the result of learning that I wrote the 
poem. I believe it was a sort of inspir¬ 
ation that led me to form the verses. 
All of it comes as a result'of the things 
I have been thinking over during these 
weeks since I have been in prison. 
Anyway, I think writing more of a gift 
than anything else.” 

More than two months ago Sturgeon 
accepted the. Catholic faith, and says 
that he has become consecrated in his , 
belief since. Twice each week he is vis¬ 
ited in hfs cell by a priest, and scarcely 
an hour passes during which he does 
not turn to his Bible lor Cqmfort. 

In conversation Sturgeon seems at all 
times elated and plainly states that he 
has never had a dread thought in con¬ 
nection with being hanged. He says 
that he n«-w regrets that he tore up the 
two tablets of material which he wrote 
several weeks ago, and which hein- 
tended. to have published In book form. 
The book, as Sturgeon says, was to 
have been a story of nis early life, ' 
written with the purpose df being a I 
benefit to young men. H4 sayk that be 
has come to believe that the greatest j 
mistake that most boyslmake is that 
they leave their homes I and the in- 1 
fluenee of their mothers too soon. 

Sturgeon was visited at his cell yes¬ 
terday bv his father, George W. Stur-1 
geon, a farmer and miller, of near Leb- 1 
anon, and by his brother-in-law, George i 
Conyers. He expects his aged mother j 
to arrive during the early part of this I
